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POTATO BUGS, 
“Those who have been trying 
to do their bit in. connection 
with food production have had 
their troubles with drouth, cat- 
tle, cats; coyotes, weasles and 
potato bugs. Probably the 
worst of all these troubles and 
pests is the latter. the potato 
“bug.” Unfortunately .this is 
not. the common, ordinary gar- 
den variety of potato bug, else 
the ordinary paris: green might 
solve the problem. This bug has 
two legs, a white. liver and 
a wide yellow. streak right 
through its system. It-does not 
make its appearance in daylight 
but sneaks around under cover 
of the darkness and in genuine 
parasite fashion gets its living 
off the labor of others: These 
bugs have’a well developed sense 
of instinct as they are able to de- 
tect the healthiest hills of pota- 
toes, but unlike the ordinary, 
decent potato bug, they do not 
eat the potatoes on the ground. 
They bring a pail, basket or bag 
along with them and take their 
steal away to their den. These 
bugs are very ambitious. Some- 
times they dress themselves up 


-'in clothes and try to pass them- 


selves off as men but the wide 
yellow streak makes the detec- 
tion easy. Another way of de- 
tecting them is by finding new 
potato pealings around the back 
door of these dens where no po- 
tatoes are grown.

Sclebrated Scientist and Expositor of 
the Evolutionary Theory, Who At-' 
tained the Age of BKighty Years

Prof, Ernst Haeckel, the celebrated 
German philosopher and naturalist, 
was eighty years old on Feb. 16; His 
friends and disciples in all -:tis of 
the world had planned to present him 
with some fitting: proof of their re- 
gard, but Herr Haeckel sent out an 
appeal (0 iis friends requesting them 
to refrain from sending him any per- 
®onal donations. He further asked 
‘them to devote any money 1! \ended 
&s a gift to him to a special fund 
which he plans to place at the dis- 
posal of the German M. tists’ union, 
fn order to make it inférnational in 
ecope. 

Prof. Haeckel ts the chief repre- 
®entative of radical naturalistic evo- 
lution in Germany and is a bold the- 
orist. His best known works are 
“Natural History of Creation,” ‘The 
Origin of the Human Race” aud ‘The 
Riddle of the Universe,” — . 

Prof. Haeckel made his debut as a 
writer on seientific subjects in 1862, 
when he published his monographs 
on the ‘Radiolaria,” This work, 
strongly influenced by Darwin's the- 
ery of evolution, created considerable 
interest in the scientific world and 
attracted the attention of scientists 
all over the world to the modest 
;"Privatdozent,” at Jena.

Charity Dogs In Londob Are a High- 
: ly Trained Claas. 
any of the general public, as 
well as the employes of the London 
and South-Western Railway, will 
sincerely motrh the recent death of 
Wimbledon Nel}, thé retriever which 
collected money for the Railway Ser- 
vants’ Orphanage. With a box. at- 
tached to her back, Wimblodon Nell 
walked the platforms of Wimbledon 
tation for seven years, and during 
that time collected £775 in the cause 
of charity. A special steel collar 
was worn by Nell, the gift of the 
Orphanage authorities, who also’ pre- 
sented her with a silver medal for 
every £100 raised. These medals 
were worn by the dog, attached to 
her ¢ollar. 

Nell was one of a dozen collecting 
dogs to be found at various stations 
on the London and South-Western 
Railway. The animals collect on an 
average about £500 a year, or about 
& quarter of the amount required to 
pay the annual expenses of the total 
number of orphans, It was in 1894 
that an employe hit upon the idea 
of training a dog as a collector for 
charity. The animal was a cross be- 
tween a retriever and a Newfound- 
land, and was known as Jack I. He 
‘was the first of the three Jacks of 
Waterloo Station, who, between 
them, collected over £3,000. After 
their death the bodies of Jack I. and 
Jack II. were stuffed and enshrined 
in glass-cases, which have long oc- 
cupied prominent positions at Water- 
loo Station. 

No less famous than the Jacks of 
Waterloo is Tim, thé Airedale ter- 
rier, at Paddington, who has collect- 
ed over £1,000 for a widows’ and 
and orphans’ fund. The total sum 
collected by the dogs on the Great 
Western Railway——between £200 and 
£300 per annum-—provides enough 
to meet the assistance given by the 
institution to twenty-five widows out 
of the 1,500 who are dependent on 
the fund. — 

There are dozens of collecting 
dogs on the various lines throughout 
the provinces, most of them being 
the gift’ of railway servants them- 
selves, who train and Jook after the 
animals. Many interesting stories 
are told of their extraordinary in- 
telligence. Southampton Jack used 
to he quite famous for his ability to 
collect from the passengers of both 
the up and down trains that stopped 
at Southampton West Station withir 
a minute of each other. In order to 
work both trains before they depart- 
ed, Southampton Jack, with almost 
human intelligence, wou! wait on 
the platform at which the earlier 
train was due, and after romping 
and barking through the ngers 
for pennies, would fairly fly over the 
bridge, and give the passengers of 
the other train a similar opportunity 
te contribute before their train left. 

Mention should also be made of 
another Jack, a retriever belonging 
to Fireman Hayward, of Tunbridge 
Wells, who, some time ago, added 
to his record of services in aid of 
charity by collecting £10 for the 
families of miners whose lives were 
lost in a terrible disaster. During 
six years this animal traveled 13,000 
miles, collected £518, and won thir- 
teen medals. 


Swans’ Inherited Trick. 


A visitor to the cathedral city of 
in Somersetshire, England, 
tells of a curious incident he wit- 
nessed there among the cwans in 
the Episcopal palace. 

One afternoon about five o'clock, 
whilst watching the movements of 
the various birds in the water, the 
correspondent heard the ringing of 
a bell, and on looking to see whence 
the sound came, he observed that 
one of the swans was vigorously 
pulling the cord, evidently to attract 
attention. 

As no immediate notice was taken 
of its efforts the impatient Lird con- 
tinued to ring the bell violently until 
there appeared at the window of the 
tower the wife of the gatekeeper, 
who threw out a quantily of food to 
the expectant waterfowl}. 

On making inquiries as to the 
origin of this interesting episode, the 
correspondent was told that a num- 
ber of years ago a daughter. of the 
Bishop of Wells, being much inter- 
ésted iri the birds inhabiting ‘the 
moat, taught the swans to ring the 
bell at feeding-time, at five o’clock 
in the afternoon, This practice has 
been continued by successive families 
of swans down to the present day, 
and it would seem, therefore, as if 
the birds transmitted to their off- 
spring the knowledge that when the 
cord was pulled the bell would ring 
and that food would follow,

Names of Swindlers Who Have Rob- 
bed Companies Arc Kept on File, 

No less interesting than: the 
“Rogues’ Gallery” at Scotland Yard, 
that wonderful register of criminals 
which enables the police to turn up 
the record of any ‘habitual’? who 
may pass thropgh their hands, is. the 
“black list’ Kept by insurance com- 
panies of people who make a living 
by instituting bogus claims. These 


lists are kept, up to date, and ¢ontaln 
photograpLs as well as full particn- 


lars’ of indiviiyals’ who endeavor to, | 


fleecd insurance companigs. oa? 

One family obtained hundreds of 
pounds from shopkeepers and others 
for injuries alleged to have been 
sustained by falling over cellar-flaps 
and other imaginary accidents. The 
man who specialized in falling from 
the steps of motor-buses, and the 
other who always aljpped on a piece 
of fat outside butchers’ shops, are | 
among the people who made a good 
thing out of bogus claims ti they 
were found out. 

In an interesting article on the 
curiosities of insurance, published by 
the London Daily Chronicle, it 1s 
also pointed out that most of the 
claims coming in just now are. caus- 
ed by jewellery, thieves, who break 
into flats and small houses that are 
left unoccupied for an hdur or two, 
Many such residences have doors 
with glass panels and spring locks— 
a favorite combination for the bur- 
glar and housebreaker, since he has 
only to break the glas# and pull back 
the lock: He first knocks at the 
door. If, after two or three knocks, 
no one answers, he assumes that no 
one is in, and makes an entrance, 
If someone comes to thé door he 
asks for a person who does not live 
there. 

There seems to be nothing which 
one cannot be insured against now- 
adays, judging by some of the curi- 
ous claims which have been paid. 
For instance, a man burnt his foot 
on a hot-water bottle while lying in 
bed. He was awarded £30. 
butcher pushed out of his cart by 
the pigs he Was taking to market 
received £60 for his injuries; and 
another man who scratched his eye 
with his finger-nail while washing, 
and destroyed his sight, was paid 
£150 as compensation. 

Among other curious claims paid 
might be méntioned the case of a 
lady who swallowed a splinter of 
glass while eating an ice at a restau- 
rant, and another a lady who swal- 
lowed a needle in a piece of pastry 
at an hotel, 


Capitalship Costs. 

One: of the results of the advent 
of the Government to Delhi is to. 
throw a very heavy burden on the 
municipal exchequer of that none too 
flourishing city. The Delhi munici- 
pality is faced with a deficit of a 
lakh and a quarter for the current 
year and a further deficit of the 
fame amount for 1914-15., It is not 
likely that the elevation of Delhi to 
the dignity of an imperial capital 
will increase the rateable value of 
the old city—an”increase which cap 
only come from increased trade and 
population. The need of making 
Delhi decently habitable will involve, 
therefore, a heavy burden on the 
ratepayers unless the Government 
‘shoulders the liability. There is a 
good deal of justice in the contention 
that the Government ought to help 
the municipality liberally to meet 
the obligations which the transfer of 
the capital has caused. As a matter 
of fact, the cost of making old Delhi 
clean and sanitary ought to form 
part of the estimates of the cost of 
the new capital. Government has al- 
ready tried to shoulder the cost of 
various improvements necessitated 
by the transfer on to other accounts, 
but to make the poverty-stricken! 
municipality of Delhi responsible for! 
making its new abode respectably 
clean strikes us as particularly mean, 


Welcomed the Troops. 


The Hastern Bengal manoeuvres, 
which it was feared in some quarters 
would excite the animosity of the 
people, have had quite a contrary ef- 
fect, The regimemt. marching to 
Daeca have been everywhere welcom-
